In the absence of Oaptain Fgank Edwarde, who is away 
on Treaty, I am taking the liberty of writing direct. 
I wish to state that for almost a year I have found it 
necessary to have two boys pumping from the above Sump 
almost every day. Thies wae necessary through the 
Winter weather and on rainy days, and the boye are very 
ch disgueted with the job. Furthermore all thie 
water a rune over the surface of the ground close 
to the School building, and creates a very offensive 
emell , and is very unsanitary.

I have made several requests through the Indian Agent to 
have something done to remédy this, but nothing of a 
pereeney* nature has been done. I feel satisfied that 

t would not be a very expensive job if a comp&tent man 
were given the work. It is an Engineer6 job, and one 
who is experienced in such work. The ordinary Contractor 
ie not qualified to properly handle this situation.

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I saarcely know what to recommend, but am sure of this 
part, that the bottom of the present sump consists of 
sand of too find a texture, and I know there is a vein 

of gravel underlying this stvata of finé eand. It appears 
that if this were lowered to this course gravel, that 

the water would seep away. 


In order to do this work I believe the cover will have to 
be removed, as men refuse to work in the sump as it is 

at present, oweing to the heat and the fdwl gases. I 
sincerely hope that the Department will take immediate 


steps to have this very unsatisfactory condition remedied.

" after our recent inspection of the Cecilia Jeffery Indian 
residental School I wish to present to you my report on the conditions 
found as follows~; 

Several Thermene hand extinguishers used sometime ago on 
a bush fire require recharging,one of these machines ia not fit for 
further u nd should be replaced,besides recharging these machines 
there should be at 2 recharges kept on hand. 

Th ire in the building are all in good 
order except two,one of these hos and is 
therefore unfit for use,another on of r was taken 
to our firehall and put through a test,it had holes in it and 
leaked so badly that it also is not fit for use,therefore two new 
sections of linen hose should be procured to replace the two found 
in the above mentioned condition,I might also state that one of these 
hose sections appeared to have holes he where the joints are when it 
ie on the reel,I would suggest that all these hose be robled up instead 
of laid in layers the same reels can be still used and this will allow 
lees bends and kinks and also much quicker obtained when needed for 
use,I wauld recommend that this hose be not used except for fire 
purposes. 

The hose on the reel in the reel shed appears to be in good 
order but it should be long enough to be able to reach the furthest 
building away from the hydrant at least two more sections are require 
to make it long enough to reach these buildings and this hose should 
be tested and dried out properly at least twice a year,this could be 
done in connection with practices by the employees. 

The main valve that controls the water for the fire hose 
standards of hose reels should be kept always fr from ob 
as it may be have to be handled very quickly sometime just 
present a few objects are in the way and they should be removed. 

The fire escapes all appear to be in proper order I would 
suggest that they be kept free from snow or ice in the Winter time.

Sometime ago a representative 
from this Department investigated the method used for the 
disposal of sewage at the Protestant Indian School at 
Kenora. I believe that you are in charge of this matter, 
and consequently I should like to draw to your attention 
the findings of our engineer. 


It would appear from the information 
obtained at the time of the inspection, that the septic 
tank is badly in need of some supervision. The liquid is 
not filtering through the soil and tiles as one would ex- 
pect, but is reaching the surface and is flowing down a 
surface ditch leading to the lake. This causes objection- 
able odours and also tends to pollute the water. 


We are very much concerned with the 
pollution of the water and would ask that you look into 
the question of either cleaning oub or enlarging this in- 
stallation. It would appear to be necessary to dig up 
some of the tiles to see whether they are choked or whether 
the bed had an insufficient number of these for satisfactory 
disposal of the liquid. Our representative points out that 
the plant is built so close to the lake that the ground 
water over the distribution bed, is somewhat high. He be- 
lieves that by underdraining the area it might be possible 
of more effective functioning of the system.

Introduction

CHLORINATION OF WATER FOR 
INDUSTRIAL & PUBLIC SUPPLY 


The provision of an adequate sunny of sufficiently pure water Is essential to the 
maintenance of life and the conduct of industry. It is, therefore, obviously impossible 
to exaggerate the importance of finding a solution to the difficulties with which the problem 
of such provision is beset. 


Impurity in water may be organic or inorganic and, whether organic or inorganic, 
may occur either in suspension or solution. 


Though many substances and various types of bacteria may be present without 
constituting any danger to health, the presence of pathogenic (i.e., disease bearing) germs 
may render any water affected dangerous in the highest degree. 


When present in water in such quantity as to be dangerous, Inorganic impurity 
is often distinctly perceptible to the senses, For example, various salts render water 
“hard '' and nauseating, and many of the iron compounds result in both obvious taste 
and colour. 


In general, ground water taken from certain depths is sufficiently free from bacteria 
as a result of the natural filtration effected by its percolation through the ground, but 
surface water must always be looked upon with a degree of suspicion. 


Most of the bacteriological contamination of water may be traced to human or other 
organic pollution, and it is obvious that water supply chiefly becomes a serious problem 
when numbers of human beings are congregated into a community. 


More especially with industrial communities is the provision of an adequate supply 
of sufficiently pure water a complicated matter, although the nature of the problem may 
vary a little for wide ranges of populations. 


As the water for purposes of domestic consumption has to conform to standards 
and fulfil requirements rather different from the standards and requirements which obtain 
in the case of the supply of water for technical and industrial purposes, it Is obvious that 
the respective processes of water purification for these two purposes are best considered 
separately.

Chlorine in sufficient quantity is an absolute sterilizing agent but owing to the 
fact that raw water may vary materially and rapidly in quantity of matter in suspension 
and organic content a varying proportion of free chlorine is consumed in the oxidation 
of these substances, It therefore becomes necessary, in order to ensure the continuous 
destruction of all bacteria, to treat the water with an excess of chlorine and this excess 
may become apparent in taste and smell. It follows therefore that so far as concerns 
the supply of water for domestic purposes, the use of chlorine is best employed after 
preliminary treatment of the water in filters since the rate of dosing should be restricted 
to a maximum which does not make the water at all objectionable to taste or smell 


The small quantity of chlorine necessary to effect the requisite degree of final 
purification necessitates very careful proportioning to obtain the best results ; and the 
difficulties attendant upon the efficient use of chloride of lime, the comparatively large 
storage accommodation required, its deterioration during storage, its smell and lack of 
uniformity in constitution, and the disposal of its residual sludge, have resulted in the 
introduction of free chlorine compressed in cylinders to liquid form. 


Chlorine in this form is more easily and accurately controlled and of lower cost, 
and the advantages attending its use are perhaps best illustrated by the fact that in many 
instances, under practical working conditions, as many as from 3 to 4 pounds of chloride 
of lime have to be provided to effect a reduction of bacterial content similar to that 
effected by one pound of chlorine in the same water. 


Other methods, electrolytic and so on, have from time to time been evolved, but 
at the present time we can claim that the method we advocate—of using cylinders of 


compressed chlorine gas—is generally superior from every point of view to any of them. 


These features gradually became very apparent during the Great War, and were 
turned to such advantage that lorry and barge outfits were enabled to filter and sterilize 
1,200 and 6,000 gallons per hour, respectively, of badly polluted water. 


Free chlorine compressed to liquid form is undoubtedly the best of all sterilizing 
agents for practical use in connection with water supplies. 


——— 
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DIRECT INJECTOR TYPE 


The above illustration depicts the Direct Injector Type Chlorinator, with manual control 
This is the most generally used type as the only addition required to the plant itself is a supply of 
water to the injector at a sufficient pressure. The pressure will of course be dependent upon the 
pressure against which the Chlorine solution is to be injected. 
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PURIFICATION OF WATER FOR 
INDUSTRIAL PURPOSES 


One of the essential differences between the treatment of water for human con- 
sumption, and the treatment of water for industrial purposes is that a slight overdose of 
chlorine, which is usualy consequent upon such dosing as will absolutely ensure sterilization 
of water varying slightly in constitution from time to time, in the one case is open to 
objection, but in the other is usually quite unimportant. — It follows therefore that com- 
plete sterilization of most industrial waters may, without resultant nuisance, be ensured 
by treatment with chlorine. 


For many industrial purposes river or canal water is used in large quantities. In 
many cases the water before use is subjected to sedimentation in tanks, but this process 
is only partially successful in its operation as it cannot eliminate bacteria nor can it, 


without an undue period of storage, eliminate all the other very fine organic or inorganic 
matter in suspension. 


Such water Is unsatisfactory and often gives rise to trouble and avoidable expense. 
For example, if it be used for cooling surface condenser tubes a slight film of matter will 
generally be deposited upon the tubes and in time will be found to adhere so tightly as 
to necessitate the employment of stiff brushes for its removal. This film will prevent 
the maintenance of a good vacuum which is a matter of considerable importance as It has 
been found that a variation of one inch affects the steam consumption (and consequently 
the fuel consumption) in steam turbine work as much as nearly six per cent 


Examination has shown that the adhesive properties of the slimy deposited matter 
are due not so much to matter in suspension as to micro-organisms and that if these micro- 


organisms are sterilized the remaining mineral matter to a large extent ceases to be a 
cause of trouble. 


In such cases as these chlorine has proved to be a clean, cheap, simply-admixed 
sterilizing agent and to have effected relatively enormous reductions In cleaning charges 


The elimination of risks of septic poisoning, the bleaching of materials used in textile 
and paper manufacture, the deodorizing of fats and oils, the treatment of water for public 
swimming baths are but a few of the increasing number of uses to which chlorination 
may with advantage be applied. 


Used in connection with the sanitary services of Hospitals, Institutions, and on board 
ship, it has proved a reliable and convenient sterilizing agent. Its cheapness renders it 
an economical proposition for use in the sterilizing of farm buildings, and any place where 
disease producing matter Is liable to collect. 


Chlorination should be seriously considered by all users of water which is contamin- 
ated by organic pollution. 
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GRAVITY FEED TYPE 


In this instrument the Chlorine solution is made inside the porcelain tower, and is fed by 
gravity into the water to be treated. This instrument Is generally used where the tower can be 
placed at a suitable height to provide sufficient head on the Chlorine solution to overcome a low 
pressure in che pipe line. The solution can also be fed into an open channel or into a pump suction 
well

chlorination of water for domestic supply in little except the amount of chlorine used, and 
that a type of Plant which successfully admixes the chlorine for the treatment of the one 
is equally suitable for the treatment of the other. 


A careful investigation of the problem of correct admixing has resulted in the pro- 
duction by us of a Plant which is designed to be completely self-contained and to occupy 
the minimum possible space. 


The principle upon which the Plant functions is usually that of the solution feed, 
as it has been found that chlorine is most easily and efficiently admixed in the required 
proportion if first dissolved in water and added as a solution. 


The chlorine is delivered to the users of the Plant in steel cylinders containing, 
when fully charged, 70 Ibs. of chlorine at 120 Ibs. pressure per square inch. These 
cylinders are easily and safely handled and are readily recharged as and when required. 
It may also be obtained in 10 cwt. and 15 cwt. drums. 


On page II is illustrated a plant capable of discharging up to | |b. of gas per hour 
when working with one cylinder only in actual use. When the first cylinder is exhausted, 
the position of the second enables the change-over to be effected with only a momentary 
cessation of the supply of gas. The empty first cylinder is then replaced by a full cylinder 
and in due course is recharged ready for future use. 


With both cylinders in use the Plant is capable of discharging up to 2 Ibs. of gas 
per hour, There are cases, however, where the few minutes’ delay in the discharge 
of the chlorine, consequent upon the removal of the two cylinders when empty, would 
not be permissible, and in such cases the Plant must be considered as capable of discharging 
up to | Ib. only of gas per hour. 


The cylinders AA, stand together upon a platform-weighing machine, which may 
be supplied if required and which is provided with a suitable arrangement for holding 
the cylinders and with a visible scale by means of which the attendant is able to perceive 
when the cylinder in use at the time is about to become empty. The weighing also serves 
to check the consumption of chlorine as recorded by the meter J. 
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SUCTION FEED TYPE 


This instrument embodies the Gravity Feed Type Chlorinator with the addition of a closed 
solution tank from which the solution may be fed direct to the suction side of one or more pumps. 
A float valve Is incorporated to control the supply of the water to the tower and keep the solution 
in the tank at constant level and prevent overflowing in the event of the pump being shut down 
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The chlorine is permitted to escape from the cylinder by the opening of the vaive 
B, and the auxiliary valve BI, and, on issuing, passes through the pipe E to the combined 
junction-box and filter C, at the pressure indicated by the pressure gauge D, and thence 
to a pressure reducer F The gas usually leaves the reducer at a pressure of |}-Ibs. per 
square inch, a second pressure gauge, G, being provided to indicate the reduced pressure 
Both pressure gauges are specially arranged in such a way that their working parts are 
effectually isolated from direct contact with the gas. 


From the pressure-reducer, F, the gas is admitted by the micrometer valve, H, to 
the meter, J, which upon a graduated scale gives a direct reading of the chlorine passing 
The meter can be calibrated to give readings in terms of Ibs. per 100,000 gallons of water 
treated or to indicate the quantity of gas passing per day or per hour. The amount of 
chlorine is adjusted, as and when necessary, by means of the micrometer valve, H. The 
details of the meters are shown on pages 12 and 13 


In the particular example illustrated the chlorine is passed from the meter through 
the outlet valve, B2, to an absorption-chamber, L. constructed in glazed acid-resisting 
stoneware Water is introduced into the top of the absorption-chamber through a 
perforated plate designed to ensure effective distribution The water flowing down 
through the chamber absorbs the chlorine and the resultant solution is finally passed from 
the bottom of the absorption-chamber through outlet pipe, R, into the main supply at 
the selected point 


A drying apparatus is provided at K in order to inhibit the passage of any moisture 
from the absorption-chamber to the control apparatus when the flow of gas ceases

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CHLORINE METER 


PULSATING TYPE 


The Pulsating Meter consists of two tubes 
placed one inside the other, the inner tube having 
a small syphon pipe fused inside it as shown in 
the illustration. 


The gas passes down the outer tube and 
depresses the liquid therein until it reaches the 
bottom of the syphon when the gas rushes through 
to the centre tube the pressure is thus reduced in the 
outer tube and the liquid returns to its original level.

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POINT OF APPLICATION 


The point of application of the chlorine solution should be determined only after 
a careful examination of the conditions obtaining. In the very usual case of a water con- 
taining a large and varying amount of organic matter preliminary sedimentation and filtra- 
tion is very desirable in order that the variation, which otherwise would make the correct 
apportionment of chlorine a difficult matter, may be reduced to a minimum, and also this 
pre-treatment reduces the dose of chlorine necessary. 


The position of the sedimentation tank or tanks and filtration where provided for 


Preliminary treatment must of necessity influence the choice of a site for the Chlorination 
Plant. 


In the case of supply for domestic purposes where it is found impracticable to provide 
a suitably long period of contact, or otherwise necessary continuously to overdose the 
water in order to ensure complete safety to the consumers, it may be desirable subsequently 


to dechlorinate the water by the addition of the requisite small quantity of sulphur-dioxide 
or other approved means. 


)

The fact that an overdose of chlorine leaves an objectionable taste is generally of no 
importance when the water is treated for use in connection with an industrial supply, but 


a continuous and unnecessary overdose Is obviously to be avoided if only on the ground 
of cost, 
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The Plant should be enclosed in a dry warm room where the temperature should 
be maintained above 50° Fahrenheit (10 Centigrade) in order to prevent trouble resulting 
from the freezing of the chlorine in the cylinders through loss of heat by evaporation 
This consideration also determines the maximum rate—never more than one pound per 
hour—at which the chlorine may be drawn from each cylinder, 
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The point where the chlorine solution is applied to the water under treatment 
should be as near as is practicable to the Chlorinating Plant These general conditions 
will usually determine the selection of the best site for the Plant. 
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ESTIMATION OF CORRECT 
QUANTITY OF CHLORINE 
TO BE USED 


The correct proportion of chlorine to be added to water for use in connection with 


supplies for human consumption may be, and generally is, a problem necessitating expert 
determination, 


The method of bacteriological investigation usually adopted is directed to ascertain 
the smallest volume of the water in which are found traces of B. coli, and its congeners, 
and the results are usually expressed in terms of the minimum number of cubic centimetres 
of water in which these traces are discovered. 


We can supply, if required, a simple laboratory apparatus and the necessary cultiva- 
tion media to enable the determination to be made upon the site as and when necessary. 


To enable us to consider the requirements of any particular case, it is desirable that 
we should be supplied with detailed information upon the following points :— 


(1) Source of water supply. 

(2) Constitution of the raw water (typical analyses). 
(3) Quantity of water to be treated per hour. 

(4) Purpose for which the water is to be used 
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(5) Present treatment if any. 

(6) Capacity of storage or settling tanks, if any 
(7) Period of contact allowable. 

(8) Rate of pumping 

(9) Diagram of water system 


(10) Is there a separate supply of water for the feed to tower or injector ? 
If so state pressure. 


(11) What is the pressure in main at point of application ? 
(12) Is the supply constant in quantity ? If not give max. and min. flows.

Type Board on which is superimposed a specially designed Control Valve. This Valve, 
which is directly connected to the Pressure Reducing Valve on the Board, is operated 


by means of a Venturi Pipe or other suitable apparatus inserted in the pipe main carrying 
the water supply to be treated. 


Suitable connections are made from the valve itself to the throat and up-stream of 
the Venturi, and the differential pressure, which under the Venturi Law varies with the 


volume of water passing, is used to Operate the Valve so as to control the flow of gas 
through the instrument. 


The whole Apparatus is extremely simple and efficient, and has worked extremely 
successfully under various working conditions. 


The Apparatus can be supplied complete with Venturi Tube to suit the size of the 
existing pipe main, or if a Ventur! Tube is already in existence particulars of these should 


be given with any enquiry in order that a Valve suitable to meet the conditions may be 
supplied.

DRY OR DIRECT GAS FEED TYPE 


Where it is possible the solution feed type is preferable, but in certain cases owing 
to there being insufficient head available, or no auxiliary supply to feed the gas absorption 
tower or injector with water, the Dry Gas Feed Type can be supplied 


This type of control board is similar to the solution type, but instead of a tower 
or injector being used to make a solution of the gas, the gas is led direct by a pipe to a 
diffuser which is immersed in the water to be treated at a depth of about 4 feet, or the 
diffuser may be inserted in a pipe line conveying the water, 


The diffuser when inserted in a pipe line usually requires a special cock so that it 
may be withdrawn for examination without interfering with the supply. 


COST OF CHLORINATION 


The cost of labour involved in operating the Chlorinating Plant is very low, as 
apart from the periodical examination and adjustment of the gas supply and the changing 
of the cylinders, the Plant requires practically no attention. 


The actual amount of chlorine used in the treatment of any water is relatively very 
small. In comparatively few actual cases would the rate of dosing exceed one pound of 
chlorine to one million pounds of the water treated ; and at this rate of dosing the cost 
of chlorine for treating one million gallons of water (with chlorine at 24 pence per Ib.) 
would be approximately 25 pence. 


The economic consideration of the advisability of installing a Chlorination Plant in 
connection with an industrial supply chiefly consists in a comparison of running charges 
The small cost of the requisite chlorine is set against the saving to be effected in the reduc- 
tion of labour costs, as for example in the cleaning of pipes, condenser surfaces and pumps, 
and in the reduction of material costs, as for example in coal consumption by the main- 
tenance of efficient vacuum. The making of the comparison is usually an easy matter. 
In most cases, too, the result of the comparison will admit of no doubt as to the economy 
to be effected by the installation of the appropriate Plant.

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CHLORINATORS WITH SPECIAL 
CONTROLS 


The incorporation of special controls in connection with Chlorinators will natural! 
depend upon the individual requirements of each particular case, and reference has al dy 
been made to one type of control on Page 16, in which a description is given of the Auto- 
matic Regulating Valve which regulates the amount of gas being added according to the 
amount of water to be treated. 


In other forms of control the action of the particular valve is in the nature of stop 
and start, and in a regulesicus action the controls may deal with either the supply of gas, 
or the supply of water to the tower or injector, and on Page 9 there is an illustration 
showing a Chlorinator incorporating an Automatic Shut-off Valve to the water supply 
which is operated by means of a float. 


Another type of control dealing with the supply of gas is shown attached to the 
instrument on page 5, and consists of a valve placed between the cylinder of gas and the 
board to which a connection is brought from the pipe supplying water to the tower or 
the injector. The valve is so arranged that when the water supply is turned on sufficient 
pressure is created to keep the valve open, but immediately the water supply fails the 
valve shuts, and thus automatically cuts off the supply of gas. This device is primarily 
a safety device, and is particularly useful where the instrument is housed in places which 
are difficult of access, and which would be dangerous in the event of anyone endeavouring 
to get close enough to the instrument to shut off the gas at the cylinder. 


The Automatic Shut-off Valve may be adapted where the Chlorinator may suddenly 
be called upon to deal with large volumes of water as in the case of afire. In this instance 
the Chlorinator may normally be working at a very low rate, In the event of a fire when 
large volumes of water are introduced into the main the rising pressure operates the 
valve and thus increases immediately the amount of chlorine being added, and by this 


means prevents the possibility of pollution by the increased quantities of water which are 
often drawn from sources liable to pollution. 


An instrument of this type has been supplied for a mill in Canada, where the supp!i 
of water for the mill are liable to be drawn into the town's mains in the event of a fi 


When the meter in normal use is not of a large enough capacity the instrument can 


be fitted with two meters, the second one only coming into operation when the automatic 
valve operates, 


Electric control can also be supplied when necessary, e.g., to shut off the gas in 
the event of electrically driven Pumps stopping, etc.

In connection with the treatment of water supplies by Chlorination it is essential 
that some simple form of test should be provided whereby the amount of free Chlorine 
left in the water may be easily and simply ascertained at any time. Two forms of Test 
Sets are put forward for this purpose as follows :—

INTRODUCTORY: 


fhe Cecilia Jeffrey Indian School at Kenora, 


Ontario, was completed early in 1929. The installation of 





the water supply and sewage disposal systems was carried 
out under the direction and supervision of this district 
~offiag: ee 
he school is situated on a sandy hillside some 
600 feet from and 60 feet above Round Lake, the source of 
the water supply. Back of the sohool the ground rises 
steeply and rock outcroppings occur. Consequently, the 
only possible drainage of the school site is into Round 
Lake. It was necessary, therefore, to treat the sewage 
from the school in order to prevent pollution of the water 
supply. The method of treating sewage by means of a septic 
tank and digposal bed was selected as best suited for 
continuous service with a minimm of attention. As washing 
compounds used in the laundry were considered harmful to 


septic action in the tank, a separate laundry sump was 





provided.

The existing sewage system consists of septic 


tank, disposal bed and separate laundry drainage system.

The system was designed for a total school population of 


(one hundred. The septic tank has a capacity of 4,000 


gallons ana the syphon chamber 525 gallons additional. 
The disposal bed contains 1,600 lineal feet of 4" field 
tile laid in sand. 

About two years after the school was put into 
operation, trouble was experienced with the laundry sump 
failing to dispose of laundry drainage. The sand surround- 


ing the sump had become almost impervious by the accumulatio 
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of grease etc. The sump was enlarged and measures were 
taken to convey the drainage to a gravel strata to permit 
more rapid seepage. This work was not carried out under 
our supervision and at present we do not know to what extent 
if any, this work interfered with the disposal bed. 

The present disposal bed has been in place nearly 
seven years. It has received no attention and the surface 
is now very uneven, overgrown with weeds and covered with 
some rubbigh. Doubtless, the tar-paper covering on the 
tile joints has deteriorated, permitting the coarse sand to 


enter and clog the tile. The clogging of the tile and the 


10% overloading of the bed have resulted in some of the 


seepage reaching the surface of the bed. The close 
proximity of the bed to the school makes it essential that 
the surface seepage be eliminated. 

The present population of the school is about 
170 or 70 in excess of the number for which the sewage 
disposal system was designed. While the usage of water 
at this Institution does not increase proportionately to 
the increase in population, yet it is fairly certain that 
overloading of the disposal bed has taken place. The 


septic tank is slightly undersized for a population of 170

and the syphon chamber in particular should be enlarged for

It ig recommended that the capacity of the 
existing syphon chamber of the septic tank be increased 
from its present capacity of 525 gallons to 1,000 gallons; 
that the existing disposal bed containing 1,600 lineal feet 
of 4" tile be opened up and if necessary be reconditioned 
and that an addition be made to the disposal bed so 


increase the total length of field tile to 2,800 feet. 
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The accompanying plan shows the location of 
the proposed extension to the disposal bed and sections of 
either side of the extension. However, the location of the 
new disposal bed will depend upon additional ground surveys 


which it is intended to carry out in order to determine the 





most economical location and most favourable soil conditions. 
Uncertainty exists as to the drainage from the laundry sump 
and its effect upon the disposal bed and this must be cleared 
up by examination on the ground. 

The enlargement of the syphon chamber of the 
septic tank will present no difficulties and the enlargement 
will reduce by half the daily number of discharges into the 
disposal bed and permit of greater efficiency in the working 
of the disposal bed.

The following estimates of costs are based upon 
the costs of the original construction and revised to allow 
for additional costs arising from the fact that the original 
work was carried out in conjunction with the original sehool 
construction job.

I asked concerning the proposed 
herd an@ Mr, Byers stated he had partly arranged to got 
fourayrshirehoifers froma man near Teulon, Manitoba. The 
school neede milk cows not heifers and I would recommend 
that eix or eight cows be purchased and these should te just 
4reeh or about to freshe If we are not going to got 
milk for this winter, I hardly see the use of buying cows 
before spring.

Thare are perhaps 36 acres under cultivation, Iwould judge 
that another 35 or 40 acres might be obtained but thie would

Bear Captain;s- 

I hereby wish to present you with my report after 
making a through inspection of all the fire protection appliances 
and other safety installations in both the Indian residential Schools. 


I found the premises at the Cecilia Jeffrey School 
very clean and tidy and all appliances well kept and in their proper 
places, but after testing out all the linen fire hose on the hose 
standards I found that two fifty foot sections of it is of no more 
use and shall have to be replaced,the hose on the hose reel in the 
yard is about perished and about five hundred feet of the rubber lined 
hose should be procured for outside protection,this hose should not be 
used nor any of the linen hose for any purpose except for fire. 

The chemical extinguishers are in good order and the 
fire alarm system is also in proper working order although it does not | 
extend to the furnace room or the Superintendant quarters as it should. 

It may be a good idea to have a large bell installed 
on the building for in case of a fire when the Boys and Girls are 
out playing or on other outside exercise they could be called in to 
assist in extenguishing any fire that may start from some inside 
source, I wish to recommend that an extension be added to the 
roof of the building on the North side to keep snow and ice from 
falling on the fire escapes,as it is at present all the snow and water 
runs immediately on these escapes off of the main roof. 

% I also believe that in having hourly tours made by the 
night watchman to all sections of the premises including outside 
buildings this should assist in not only detecting fire early but it 
should also assist in preventing the pupils or others from rambling 
around the dormitories or other rooms during the night hours and do 
away with having the doors kept under lock and key. 

One employee should be appointed to keep a11 the fire 
protection appliances as well as the fire escapes always in proper 
condition and periodical inspections made should be reported upon to 
the Superintendant in writing,fire drills should be periodically held 
from the class rooms and dormitories,the fire pump should be tested 
out several times during the year and the rubber lined hose should be 
tried out at the eame time then thoroughly drained and dried out and 
placed back on the reel for instant use.

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Neither of the two schools approve of your and 
the Jury's sugesstions, that the dormitories be kept 
unlocked, shall I give definite instructions to the 
Principals on this point. They olaim they cannot be 
responsible for the children, if doors are left unlocked 
at nights, and the ¥yincipal of the Cecilia Jeffrey School 
says, if there was a bell put from the doors of the 
dormitories to the persons room who is supervising the 
dormitory at night, that person would quit, as her rest 
would be broken all night, and she wuld not get proper 
sleep, I cannot agree with his contention, but would like 
to know if I should instruct both schools, that some 
arrangement must’ be made so that the doors would not 
he locked. 


As rewards direct fire escapes from the 
dormito*ies at the Cecilia Jeffrey School, the children have 
to leave the domnitories and come down & few. steps to reach 
the escapes, which are near the staircase, and there is no 
doubt a certain amount of danger in this, but as I pointed 
out to the Principal, if escapes were placed at each dormitory, 
this would give another avenue of egress to the pupils should 


they wish to get out at night. 

I am informed that a verandah is being built at 
the Sioux Lookout Residential School (which is the same 
design) as the Cecilia Jeffrey, this will act as an escape 
in oase of fire, but will also allow the children to get 
out at night should they wish to do S80.

Following the receipt of your letter of March 
25th in connection with the above, the writer made an in- 
spection of the new @isposal bed constructed lest fall but 
snow sovered the ground and e leter inspection was desir- 
able. On May 30th, I again examined the system, while in 
Kenora on another matter. 


The Indien Residential School is built on a sendy 
shelf from which the ground slopes fairly steeply to the 
shore line of Round to the source of the water supply 
ft The slope is composed of fairly coarse sand 
to a depth of feet, probably overlying gravel or bed 
roek. the time this building was constructed, we have 
experienced trouble with the disposal of sewage end leundry 
wastes. The laundry » soon became useless when the grease 
blocked pas 
pedients were adop 
some of the drainage still frequently comes 
and creates unsatisfactory conditions. 


The original disposal be 
factorily et first but three 
liquid commenced rising to the 
the slope into the leke, The 
posal bed in freezing weather, late last fall, did not per- 
mit of a qassagaatery job being formed. ‘The sand was 
frozen and in large lumps so that when the bed was re-built 
and connected with the septic tank, the liquid quickly 
eolated through the coarse send, made outlets for itsel 
and flowed down the slope into the leke. It still con- 
tinues to do so and as the effluent runs into the small 
lake, the source of the water supply, the present conditions 
are very unsatisfactory. 


The soil conditions and the location upon the slop 
renders it very difficult to construct and maintain an effi-~ 
cient disposal bed for this school. It may be impossible to 
seoure satisfactory results with the disposal bed but I 
would like to suggest that an attempt b» made to secure re~- 
sults by some alterations to the present bed before some 
other scheme for the disposal of sewage be decided upon. 


It will be necessary to uncover the tile et the 
sides and ends of the present bed and build up the outer 
borders of the bed itself with heavy earth to prevent ero- 
sion from within the bed. It will also be necessary to haul 
loam to mix with the coarse sand so as to obtain a more sat- 
isfactory soil condition. Furthermore, the surface must be 
made so that a growth of grass or other vegetation can be 
assured. It will be necessary to fenee in the disposel bed 
in order to prevent livestock from crossing the same and 
damaging it.

“The work carried out thie summer is not ex- 
pected to eliminate the trouble being experienced 
with the sewage disposal system at this school. ‘The 
nature of the soil and the over-loading of the sep- 
tic tank creates a condition where a disposal bed 
cennot be made to work satisfectorily. Accordingly, 
it is anticipated that more trouble will be —— 
leneed with this disposal bed and it was for is 
reason that we did not care to mke further expend- 
itures during the present season."

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
February 9th with reference to the above mentioned subject. 
The suggestions as made by Mr. A. G Hamilton, Inspector of 
Indian Agencies, heve been noted. 


Mr. Hamilton suggested thet the possibility of 
securing ean adequate water supply from springs or welle in 
the vicinity be investigated and intivates thet water from 
guoh sources would obviate the necessity for the present 
chlorination and would aleo permit of leaving the disposal 
bed in ite present condition. 


Mr. Hamilton's suggestion with respect to securing 
@ new water supply will be studied on the ground shortly 
when conditions are more favourable. While it is understood 
a settler in the vicinity of the school has a water qeeety 
from @ smell spring, yet it would appear improbable that an 
adequate water sup: ly eould be secured in the vicinity, from 
springs. I know of no institutions or industry in the 
vicinity obtaining its water supply from wells. However, 
further inquiries will be made locally concerning the possi- 
bility of securing a water supply from such @ source. 


While the elimination of chlorination is always 
desirable, 7 it might be pointed out that the water in use 
at the Cecilia Jeffrey Indian Sehool is not chlorinated to 
the extent that is necessary with the water supply for the 
Town of Kenora. Furthermore, I do not believe that the 
Department of Health of the Provinoe of Ontario would approve 
of the suggestion thet the effluent from the disposal bed 
be permitted to flow free into Round Leke as at present, 
since the overflow from this emall leke passes into Lake 
of the Woods - a short distance away. 
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Under the circumstances, a new water supply, in 
all probability, would not eliminate the ne seity for 
overcoming the present condition et the sew disposal bed.

It is planned to rehabilitate the original bed 
by digging up the tile to clean them out. The area will 
be re-graded. Further the plen is to extend the bed to 
the east « length of 60 feet with 60 feet porous tile lines 
15 in number, making a total porous tile extension of 1200 
feet. This with the 1600 feet provided in the original 
field would mean a totel of 2600 feet of the tile will be 
in place. It is proposed to lift 1500 feet of tile from 
the lower bed developed in December, 1937, and this would 
leave 1300 feet in plese for use with the laundry weste, if 
desired. 


It will be advisable to place coarse gravel under 
and around the tile lines to the depth of one foot below A nore 
gerade. Further it is advisable to install end underdraing Wee a 
along the downhill side of the disposel field in a gravel- Be ON ote 
filled trench and connected to the lower disposal firld to 
provide against water-logging of the entire due to the 
feilure of the subgrade to effectively carry off the liquid. 


In addition it will be adviseble to increase the 
septic tenk cepacity and partioulerly to inorease the si- 
phon chamber. In the first case to improve the settlement 
conditions as the school populetion has considerably increased 
since the original plent was built, and in the second case to 
lengthen the periods between dosing flows discharged by the 
siphons to the disposal field. 


The walle of the inspection man-hole of the origi- 
nal septic tank were reported ceving in and it was noticed 
the timber was rotted and sand filtered in. New walle and 
covers will be necessary. An additional soil depth of one 
foot has been buklt up and eo road built over the original 
tank, so that it is advisable a reinforced concrete roof be 
built to replace the wooden top. The present wood top appears 
to be overloaded, especially when snow or ice and vehicular 
traffic over it is considered.

Some remedial methods were needed in the septic 
tank. First an attempt was made to stop some of the paper 
by building up a wooden partition on the weir between the r Aa, SONNY y at 
main section of the tank and the siphon chamber, ‘Two 4" HA) onde dk lated G 
iron pipes with single elbows were inserted in the parti- Pe? 
tion so thet the flow to the siphon chamber came from « 
depth in the main tenk about 2 feet from the floor at the 
back end. The intention was to stop paper and other light 
solids which must have previously flowed past the baffle 
and over the weir. 


Prosent Rxamine tion. 


A series of samples were taken from the siphon 
chamber during the year's school term and they showed 1it- 
tle of the light particles were being discharged from the 
tank. An inspection was made of the tank effluent and bed 
on June 6th. A carefully taken samle was secured directly 
from the outlet pipe of the main tenk. Little obnoxious 
odor was noticeable from this murky pailful of water and 
only © very limited quantity of particles, ebout the size 
of e pinhead, were observed when the pail's contents were 
stirred up. 


The disposal bed appeared to be water-logged, 
particularly noticeable at the centre where the ground was 
sogeys Most of the rest of the bed was probably clogged 
up. A flow of water ooourred each time the siphon operat- 
ed, welled up the surface and flowed away over ground to 
the southwast. Some of this water was scattered over the 
hillside, but in wet or winter weather could reach the 
lake, as the hillside would then have little absorptive 
copacity.

Past Experience. 


The sewage Cisposal system of this sehool 
consists of e septic tank with siphon chamber and a 
disposel bed. Owing to overloading and ieck of clean- 
ing out of the tank and disposal bed over a eriod of 
8 years, the system ceased to operate properly. 


It was found the tank contained a large 
accumulation of solide which took up space designed 
for settlement and digestive action so that passage 
through the tenk of daily flows was unduly speeded up. 
The consequent passage of solids quickened the accumu- 
letion in the disposal field, which clogged up, backed 
up the flow and stopped intermittent operation of the 
siphons. Finelly an outlet was established from the 
outer end of the disposal bed end more or less con- 
tinuous flow from the tenk resulted. In November, 
1957, 1t was noticed this flow carried particles 
about the size and shape of tea leaves, enough to 
soon block any disposal tile field. 


In December, 1937, a new disposel bed was bukit 
in a field at a distance of 250 feet southesst of the 
tank. This loeation was used as an alternative to clean- 
ing and extending the original bed, which was expected 
to be water-logged owing to necessary continuous use of 
the disposal syetem during mid term of the school. ‘The 
tank was cleaned out under difficulties of this handicap. 
It was observed the school sewage filled this tank and 
siphon chamber in 24 hours. 


It was evident by the following spring that 
there was insufficient absorption obteined in the new 
disposel area, as the bed overflowed and esteblished a 
discharge path directly downhill into the adjacent lake. 
In August, 1936, this washout was stopped by building a 
clay dyke around the downhill side of the bed and re- 
levelling the bed. An examination showed that tile had 
not been displaced, but nearly one fifth of «4 complete 
line of tile was found to be filled with bleck muck, 
mostly paper, and the underlying sand appeared to have 
little absorptive capecity. Where the tiles were lifted 
out there was no sign of discoloration or silting of the 
adjacent sand, but e flow of tank water along the open 
trench filled it to about 3 or 4 inohes. After slowly 
seeping away e thick scum was left on the sand.

I eam attaching here- 
to the report ace ng Mr. Gow'ts letter and prepared 
by Mr. Rose of Mr. Gow's office. Copy of « blueprint to 
accompany Mr. Rose's report is also attached. 


In his covering letter Mr. Gow states that they 
have been very busy on work connected with his own Bureau, 
and so have not been able to prepare @etail drawings of 
the extensions and alterations proposed. the 
preeaerte of asce panne ie now under way, 

completed as rapidly as Mre Gow's staff activitie 


permit. 


Mr. Gow states that if any work is to be carried 
out along the lines suggested in Mr- Rose's report, it is 
imperative that such work should be dene during the holidey 
season and as soon after July lst as possible. It will be 
noted that in this connection, Mr. Rose hes estimated the 
cost of the proposed work at $2,102.00. 


From Mr. Rose's history of this sewage disposal 
system as well as stetements of present condition and recom- 
mendation with regard to what he thinks should be done, it 
does not appear to us that the $400.00 available for work 
thie year will be of much use. However, as Mr. Rose is 
now thoroughly familiar with the whole situation, if the 
Indien Affeire Branch do not wish to make ean expenditure 
in exeess of $400-00 this season, our recommendation would 
be that the expenditure of this amount be left to the dis- 
eretion of Mr. Gow as to what work could be undertaken to 
the best advantage with this limited amount.

This roof has been punctured in innumerable places 
by persons trying to remove ice and snow which have collected 
during the winter months, 


The roof leaks eo badly and has done 80, for so 
long, that the boarding underneath has rotted. 


Mr. Phelan may remember, on his recent visit here, 
that I pointed it out to him, and at that time said that we 
were going to raise the metal roof and place a layer of cheap 
roofing paper between the boards and the metal roof, However 
after raieing the roof and inepeocting beneath, we find the 
woodwork too far gone. I asked a builder's advice re roof- 
igge paper, and he said that he would recommend remoting the 
metal and replacing with a good grade of roofing. He pointed 
out, that the cute in the metal would only pierce the roofing 
paper, and make it useless also.

Ye use e tremendous amount of fvel to heat the 
School Building during the Winter monthe. After trying both 
coal snd wood, and on the odvice of several experts, we have 
found that coal is cheaper. However, we are starting our third 
car of coal (about 130 tone in 911) and find that the fuel bill 
ie a huge part of our expenses. 


Mort large buildings now ure an automatic Stoker or 
a Blower. They find that the heat ie more eneily controlled, 
thet there is lesa wast and thet a cheaper conl may be used. 


We do not wish a stoker, because the art of building 
an attending a furnace fire is one branch of training for our 
boys. But, I do think that a forced draft under the grates 
will give ue more actual heat per unit of coal ueed, At prea- 
ent, the heat very seldom reaches the Residence. When we are 
able to force the draft, it does so easily.

In the past, we have been allowing sales of gasoline to the 
Cecilia Jeffrey Presbyterian Indian School at Kenora, Ont.s to be made gasoline 
tax exempt. Occasionally we have received letters from the Gasoline Tax Branch 
of the Dept.of Highways, Toronto, that no confirmation for these sales had been 
forwarded from the Dept. of Mines & Resources, Indian Affairs Branch, at Ottawa 
and advising at the same time that the gasoline tax be charged. Some times we 
have made sales of gasoline to this Indian School, gasoline tax exempt, which 
have gone unnoticed by the Gasoline Tax Branch as we have not had any letter 
advising us to charge the tax in every case. What we would like to know is, 
should we allow sales to be made to the Cecilia Jeffrey Indian School, Gasoline 
Tax exempt. Also, if this Indian School is gasoline tax exempt, do we allow it 
on the invoice covering the sale, or do they make an application at the end of 
the year for a refund of the Gasoline tax.

Agter considerable delay, I have been able to get 
an expert Oller Maker of The 0.P.R. Roundhouse shops to 
come ani look at our “oilers. 


ir. A, Favreau, Mawter:Boiker Maker, retired, believes 
that the “oiler is very old and not in sound shape for Repair, 
It could be done, but might take a lot more time than Estimated 
because if some tubes were bo be taken out others might be 
disturged. His opinion is that, if we let him “oll all the 
Tubes, it will help to prolong the life of the Soildre, and 
certainly will not do any harm, His estimate for this is 
“Less than $45.00, for both Boilers." His Estimate for 
the replacing of Seven tubes is "‘at least $150.00, with 
no guarantee". 
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The Superintendant of The Roundhouse reccomended 
Mr. Favreau. He has himself inspected the job, with one of 
his foremen. They say that none of the men still active will do 
the job, because they do not know how long they may have to be. 
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If any big job had been undertaken, it should have been 
done in mild weather. Now we need both boilers. The boilers 
are such that, even though they may leak, when a hot fére is ane 
on, they "take up" or expand so as to close the leak.

We could see that one of our neighbours w-8& 
suffering from fire. We were unable to tell whether it wes the house 
or barn,(only thirty yercs apart.) With on@of our men and some 
big boys we hurried to the scene of the fire, taking three 
School Extinguishers. As the Kenors Fire Brigede were on the scene, 


we did not use there but left them in the car. Unexpectedly, 

the well ran dry when the fire was under control. The nesreat source 
was the leke, 300 yards sway. While the Firemen were laying line to 
thie the fire gained headwey, fanned by wind, It wes here that 

I decided to use our extineudéhere, end to considerable eadvantace, 
until the water ceme on peain. ( One of the three did not function 
properly, having become blocked. This one had been at the 

fire-hall recently to be checked, ) 


We feel tha such neibourly actim ie fully justified, 
ne we have often received neighbourly help from others, and would 
receive much help agrin, should the schoob face such an emergency. 


Ae you have hed considerable experince #hth these 
extinguishers, we ehould like to lesve any reccommendstions to 
the Depertment with you, and possibly we cen arrange to work in 
conjunction with St. Mary's School.

We were away on our sumer vacation when your letter 
arrived, in respas o wire from Miss Lang. 


Thie oven is not mentioned in any correspondence on omr 
files,(depleted) and Mr. WN. Paterson was unable to find any mention of 
it on the files of the Indian Agent's Office. Hence, we felt that it 
was probably purchased by the W.M.S. direct. However in converstion 
with Mise Lang, she could not recollect the purchase from her memory. 


The Oven was not in use for ame time before we took over the 
school. (At the time of your visit, sir, I thought that we had drawn the 
matter to your attention.) The Reasons g@even for non use were: 
an un rable odour from some gas created in oven, which made it 
impossible to work at ovens expense of heating by electricity; (I checkéd 
this with the Superintendant of Public Utilities of Kenora, He confirmed 
that the aonsumption of power by over was"very high", driving up our 
demand") The ineuletion was badly damaged by mice; and the shell of 
oven was originally quité thin metal with little insulation on doors, 
@llowing for waste of heat. 


We are able to purchase bread in town, by contract, for 6h¢ 
per legf, delivered daily, and wrapped if required. This is cheaper 
than the wholesale price ai is made possible because we purchase a 
fairly steady amount, (predictable) and purchase 4t during the beker's slack 
season, the winter. Our demand ceases when his busy time starts, (Summer 
tourinats). We feel that the extra strain on the Kitchen Staff, in eddition 
to reasons slove, make# it wiser for us to purchase bread. (

Several times we have pointed out this danger to 
yourself and any other visiting officials. We tape that some 
action may be taken before some serious injury is caused. The 
danger is passed for this year, but it seems that plans should 
be made to prevent a repetition this next year. 


This morning, at approximately 11;15 p.m. a slide of 
accumuleted ice was released from the Roof of the school without 
any warning. One of our men was working at a distance of 16 feet 
out from the side of the building. A large chunk of ice, approx. 
5ft.x4ft.x6 inches, ques grazed his leg, knocking him over, but 
not injuring him. (The school children had just crossed thie spot, 
returning from recess.) The chunk of ice would weigh approx. 

250 = 300 lbs.

This also concerns the new Eves-troughing ao urgently 


required. The above mentioned chunk of ice tore off a piece of the 
eves-trough, 21 feet long. 
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OAUSE: The condition ie probably caused by the snow melting 

on the metal (galvanized iron-gzinc)roof) It appears that the snow 
melts from either waste internal heat or sun's heat. When the water 
reaches the outer gna lower two feet of roof (unheated) it freezes 
and "builds up", hen, in the spring or during a thaw, thie un- 
heated roof becomes warm enough to melt and release this load.

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The situation et the school now is that both septic tank 
and disposal bed are pluggeé and as Mr. fatohford pointed 
out, Cleaning of the tank will not overcome the difficulty. 
The disposal bed must be relaid. Last week, I had our 
Resident Engineer, Mr. Galloway ot Keewatin, visit the 
school, with reference to reported further difficulty 

being experienced in connection with the sewage @isposal 
system. The following is quoted from Mr. Galloway's report: 


"fhe sewage backed up from the disposal bed 

into the siphon manhole boxes, the manhole 

boxes of the septic tenk, sereen boxes and 

beek into the drain hole of the basement under 
that part of the building in which the Prineipel 
resides. About 50 feet or so from the siphon 
boxes, Mr. Pitts dug a 4iteh in the Gisposal bed 
down to the tile, then broke the tile allowing 
the aonege in the system to release itself back 
to normal conditions. ‘The diteh is now full of 
sewage water and running over like a spring on 
top of the @isposal bed from where the tile was 
broken. Mr. Pitte is of the opinion that the tile 
system in the disposal bed is plugged with fine 
gand of which the bed is made up and is ofreid 
that it will freeze up during the cold weather 
this winter". 


With reference to the letter of Mr. Cha Ratehford, I 

might say that I do not believe he prof to be an authority 
on the construetion of disposel beds and insofer as our records 
show, he was never engaged on any work under our direction 

end oo is not familiar with the method of construction used 

in the existing disposal bed. The above statement is not 

to be construed as any eritioiam of Mr. Ratehford whe I believe 
is quite an efficient and ausceseful plumbing ond heating 
eontrastor. 


As for the statement of the Prineipal of the Sehool, Mr. 
Pitts, I might say thet he wes not Principal at this 
Institution when the existing Gisposal bed was constructed 
and eBcordingly is not necesserily Suliz iateruee as to ite 
construction. He became Principal in 1940 and co-operated 
whole-heartedly with our Bureau in the fencing ani seeding 
to grass of the ares used in Gonstruction of the disposal 
bed. Im connection with his suggestion that the matter of 
sewage disposal at the school should be investigated by some 
independent Sanitary “ngineor, I ean only say that we would 
welcome any such move.”

It would appear thet Mr. Gow is correet in hie statement that 
the disposal bed must be releid end while we hoped by cleaning the 
tank and flushing the tiles to postpone this wark till next year, it 
would now seem necessary to relay the disposal bed at once, if the 
necessary materielnand labour ean be obtained.

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It should be remembered that a new Gisposeal field alone will not 
necessarily solve the difficulties, ae if the septic tank is allowed 
to f111 up with sludge, thus leaving no room in the tank for septic 
action, the unsatisfaetory eondition of the disposal field is apt to 
ocour once again.

Tank and age Disposal 


In connection with the rehabilitation of the sewage disposal 
system at the above mentioned school, I took over supervision from 
Mr. J. T. Rowe on the afternoon of Friday, August 15, 1947. At that 
time the cleaning of the septic tank had been completed. The top 
sand soil had been removed from the disposal bed and work had pro- 
geressed to the extent of relaying 3 ~ 80" lengths of tile in the ded. 


Work was continued in digging up the existing lines of 4" 
tile and examining the condition of the bed. It was found that the 
main header 6" olay pipe line, was in good condition. However, at 
places a certain amount of muck was found wut not sufficient to 
block the flow. As regards the 4" tile lines, for a varying cistance 
averaging 20 feet in length from the 6" distributor pipe, each tile 
was found to be more or less filled with soft slimy muck from the 
septie tank and for the balance of the line this matter was practi- 
Gally solid and feirly dry, completely blocking the remaining 60 
feet of the 4" tile lines. 


Hear the centre of the disposal bed, a few 4" tiles were 
found broken, They may have been in this condition for some time, 
showing the infiltration of sand thus blocking four of the til 
lines for varying lengths. About 500 ~ 4" tile were found oruw 
or broken in 4ifferent parte of the bed, These were probably de 
atroyed in removing the top sand soil as they appeared to have been 
filled with the solid muck, prevalent throughout the lines of tile. 
file lines were removed and about 3" of cinders placed in the bottom 
of tile trenohes. All tiles were cleaned, replaced in trenches with 
tarpaper over all joints, cinders placed around and above tiles to 
a thickness of about 2" and some sand thrown on top. Top sand soil 
was then pushed to the edge of the disposal bed by bulldoger and 
afterwards, by means of teams and scraper, was distributed over the 
bed. The disposal bed was then levelled to an elevation of 64,0 
(project datum) or the equivalent of 18" of sand soil over top of 
tiles. The wooden manholes of septic tank had rotted in places and 
were repaired, one over the syphon chamber being completely rebuilt, 
and all were left in good condition,

Solids in the septic tank main settling chamber were 
found to be almost a solid mass with over 4-foot depth of sludge 
floating and a semi~liquid below this running to solids at the 
bottom. The secondary settling chamber had only a frothy soum on top 
and a mi-liquid below; a black muck at the bottom and these merged 
so that no definite depths were determinable. In the siphon chamber 
there was a black, frothy material on top of the liquid, The chamber 
never discharges below the bell edge of the siphon so that some of this 
frothy material would stay indefinitely bat the pumping that was done 
removed most of it at the time of cleaning operations. The siphon 
ohamber flushed less than twice daily with the small holiday population 
in the school and flushing is much more frequent during the regular 
school term, mainly due to the flow of the battery toilets. 


The disposal field had the outer half of the grid plugged 
0144 with sludge which was practically dry and the inner sections of 
the field and the distributor line were full of a slimy black, semi- 
liquid which would not sink away even in the coarsest gravel, although 
the gravel surrounding the tile was Dlackened. This gravel later, as 
open trench bottom, absorbed fully a gallon of water per minute per 
foot of length when the siphon flushed once after the tank had bi 
cleaned and the outflow was clarified. Therefore, with annual o 
out of tank solids acoumlation, the disposal field system may be 
expected to function properly again for ten years or more, especially 
if the excessive flow caused by the use of the battery toilets is out 
down by the installation of individual toilets with single flush tanks, 
manually operated. The breather riser at the outer ond of the dis- 
tribator had been filled with stones and toppled over so that it was 
not operative. The outer two foot length of the distributor was filled 
almost solid. In effect the disposal field was in such a state as to 
be totally inoperative and for some time the siphon chamber effluent 
had been discharged from a hole breached in the centre of the dis- 
tributor line and runoff had gone off into the field on the hillside 
furthest away from the buildings. 
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It was found that the sludge in the secondary settling 
tank could be pumped out with little diffioulty by the sludge pump 
used. Finally, some stirring and raking to the suction pipe was done 
but as it was advisable to leave some sludge for seed under normal 
periods between cleaning operations, normally little raking is needed. 
Sewage flow from the building was temprarily turned into this tank to 
avoid raw sewage flow into the main tank, which was next pumped. After 
an hour or so pumping, the semi~fluid had been removed and it was neo- 
essary to start slicing up the sludge. Then it had to be broken up 
further with a steel hoe from the furnace room and by adding water 
from a 2 inch hose it was possihle to pump the mixture of black liquid 
and lumpy brown material. A special non-clogging gasoline motored j 
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sludge pump was operated on a stand to pump into a chute to be delivered 
into special-baffled sludge tanks carried by dump trucks.

This son's work of cleaning out tank and rebuilding dis- 
posal field is a recurrent expense item which it is considered could 
be much reduced by reasonably frequent cleaning out of the septic 
tanks. It ie proposed that the tanks be cleaned out at least once 
a year at a cost of about $100.00 and the frequency the disposal 
field is rebuilt should be much reduced as settlement area in the 
tanks would not be unduly restricted by sludge acowmlation. 


Due to the accumulation of several year's run, current pumping 
of the sludge involved much more 4iffieult work than a single year's 
operation would involve. Four feet of floating material, possibly 

paper, had to be sliced and mashed into a pumpable masse with 
addition of water from a fire hose line so that several 
s actually pumped and this dilution would 
be largely unne ear's accumulation. This year 
because school teams we: trucks were employed and the 
work was much expedited 
dumped on hay field a mile away @ 
seventeen minutes which would not be possible with teams. 
the school teams could be used at a time chosen when urgent work would 
ve at a minimum and they could handle the pumpage with more time 
allowed for cleaning the pump in between filling periods. Owing to the 
obnoxious conditions of the work, the gohool authorities would be 
obliged to pay their staff and any extra help, current rates of labor 
in addition to their regular wages, while specially employed on this 
work. To work with teams, two special tank boxes would necessarily 
be supplied as the only sludge box with baffles available from the 
fown of Keewatin ies made for a dump truck. To have two of these boxes 
made would cost about $50.00 each and they could be utilized by the 
St. Mary's Indian School also, by arrangement with the Indian Agent 
at Kenora. The steol boxes oan be made with the whole back end to 
open quickly and on account of no caulking being necessary, their 
maintenance would be negligible and high firat cost would be warranted. 


Allowing for slow pumping with two teams and boxes used, the 
pumping would easily be completed in three days if carried on anually 
and charges would be as follows:

Referring to your notation on copy of a memorandum 
from Indian Affairs dated April 6th, 1948, we are now in re~ 
ceipt of a report from Mr. J.T. Rose dated June 25rd, forwarded 
here by Mr. Gow. This report deals with the sewace disposal 
system as well as the flush toilets and pump and chlorine system. 
A copy of this report is attached herewith. 


Mr. Rose found that the effluent from the septic tank 
was not running over the ground surface, but a break in a tile 
line apparently was allowing the effluent to form a small pond 
at one spot. This was probably partly due to the fact that the 


siphons were found to be of action =

e sipho and the neral operation of the septic 


tank should be frequently inspected, While the school is open, 
an inspection every day, and certainly not less than once per 
week would not be too often if trouble is to be prevented. 


The partly unsatisfactory past operation of the sew- 
age disposal system is, no doubt, largely due to the enormous 
load of discharge from the automatic battery type of toilets, 
which puts a strain on the disposal system. New manually opera-~- 
ted independent closets should be installed.

1. Sownge Plant Inspection ani Proposals. 


At the sewage disposal plant at the school visited June 16 there 
was @ pool in « alight depression in the disposal field, adout 100 square 
fect in area and it averaged one inch deep. No overflow ran off the bed 
Gowmhill, It io thought that during wet spring comlitions the bed my 
have been saturated and under drainage became reduced, so tha-the flush 
of water started spewed out of © loosely closed ond of & tile line, or 
a joint tipped by horse-drawn apparatus wed to backfill the bed. Since 
the break-out this outlet has been the casiest way for sam of the siphon 
Aischarce., Most of the flow sinks away or is taken up by transpiretion 
ami evaporation, as there is no flow off the bed, The siphons were found 
to be stopped, ‘The double bell and equalizer pipe unit was zemoved, 
raieed above ground and tested, and efter it was replaced the siphons 
opereted. Siphon chamber liquide were sampled by use of « bailing peil 
in the presence of the School Principal and hie mechanical operator, and 
the liquid was seen to contain @ reasonable emount of black flakes, about 
the same as when the plant wes replaced in operation last fall, The 
septic tank sludge acowmulation was checked at the clean-out man-hole necr 
the tank inlet,  Sighteen inches of top sludge, two and « half feet of 
thin liquid and one foot bottom sludge seemed to be in place, The Principal 
noted much of the top sludge was much less digested than had been observed 
last year, so he imediately ordered his operator to have a quantity of 
yeast prepared and poured into the tank, The Principal did not like to 
ask his staff or know where he could get men to have the tank cleaned out 
this sumer during school closing, as has been recommenied as a yearly 
necessity. He had mot shown his new operator the plant plans and only 
had him clean the coarse screens weekly, A regular check on the siphon 
operation and correction of ite action might have « topped som of the 
trouble in the @isposal field. The Principal agreed to close the end of 
the’ field tile where flow is too free, and he will have som leeds of sandy

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Stopping breaks and plecing fill in the shallow depression shouvlé 
suppress surface outtloy. It is believed, however, the reduction of flow 
that may be reached by replacemnt of gang closete and lesky taps will alse 
improve operational conditions. Continual flooding due to cessation of 
siphon ection probably allowed the bed to becom sour, and a slimy masse my 
have formed which would reduce absorption. Thies should be cerrected by 
eerobic bacterial action when breathing spells occw and eir can get into

A special refwe container of 
the 144 type should be provided in the room, which ie divided by « partition 
from the gang wash basins, Overhead « fume canopy covering the closets is 
vented to the sem system as the ventilation system in tie elass rooms. 
The class room ventilation openings were closed because of the nuisance 
resulting from blow-back of odors, so that it appears advisable to vent the 
canopies in each of the boys’ and girls! wash-rocms directly through fans

A replacement inetelletion,ruining to least expense ,would be to 
inetell the new individual flush-tank type closets on « concrete platform 
which would contain the horizontel @oil pipe connection to the present 
vented S«trep. Present vents wuld suffice. The partitions need not be 
moved, As there a:e washbasins and baths in the sam room it ie considered 
the ventilator canopy overheed shouwl4 stay and be vented across 
directly outside, 


In the girls’ washroom there ere six closets, where replacment 
with individual flush-tank unite would involve work similer to that for the 
poys* side, but the six closets instead of four would mean @ cost 
proportionately higher, In each case the partitions would remain. The 
cost of the new installation in the boys’ section would be 440,00 ac =

At the Cecilia Jeffrey Residential 
School, I found that neither of the dormitories 
were equipped with fire escapes. They are so 
situated that in case of a fire one of them is 
sure to be cut off. I left the matter with Mr. 
Paterson and the Principal to Pigba hs a report 
euggescene as to how it could be remedied along 
with an estimate of the cost. The electric 
wiring in the basement of this school is also 
dangerous. I saw electric irons being used 
plugged into a drop cord that had been joined 
in two places and they were not even taped. 
This is bad enough anywhere in the building but 
4s doubly dangerous in a basement.

No inspection of the heating system has been carried 
out by this Division and the only information we have in this 
connection has been supplied by the Donald Inspection Company 
who have recently submitted a report. 


This report m ly describes the heating system in 
general, in one short paragraph with no detailed information 
whatsoever. It is impossible to comment without full technical 
details and the data should be obtained during the heating sea~ 
son by an officer conversant with this phase of the work, 


No previous complaints with regard to the heating 
system are noted on our files. are not surprised however, 
to learn that trouble is developing after the sy has been 
in operation for so many y It has been observed that 
normal yearly maintenance is 1dom given the attention it 
merits in these schools and due to this omission and normal 
depreciation, it is not surprising to note that Mr. Ross has 
found it necessary to carry out some work immediately. 


If the Indian Affairs Branch concur with our suggestion 
| that an inspection of the heating system should be carried out, 
we will endeavour to assign one of our officers to the work when 
arrangements can be made, Until such a time as an inspection can 
be carried out, it will not be possible to provide any kind of an 
estimate of the'cost of executing the necessary work, 


In the meantime, while certain parts of the building may 
be uncomfortable as Mr. Ross has suggested, we see no prospect of 
grave consequences if this inspection should be delayed for 
several weeks or longer.

Mieunderatanding over the material supplied for these 4 ormitory 
floors. The wite received from Ool. Neary sug that he 
believes that we have been supplied with t1o0F tng If this had 
been eo I could have gone ahead with laying oors, and could 
have waited until @ later date for the linoleum. However, ae the 
meterial which we heave recet ig what hed been egreed wag the 
most economical - firply sheathing - it ig utterly useless to 

ing thig without linoleum to cover it. You will 
likely be aware of the fact thet this grade of plywood ie og 
held together with a me terpron’ glue. Thus, even a few weeks of 
wear will ruin the surface unless it is protected. 


I do hope that your Department will give me 

aseurance the remainder of the matetial agked for 

I dare not face the poasibliity of going 

ith euch shockingly awful floors in the 
dormitories. They are eplintered so badly that children can't 
help picking up slivers from them, and they are #0 badly worn 
that it ie not possible for anyone to soruh them without havi 
water leak through the ean ies of rooma below. I am ashamed to 
allow viesitora to see the condition under which our Indian children 
are Obliged to exiat in their sleeping quarters. 


If L am to complete thie job before achool opens, 
I mat have prompt assurance that the materials asked for will 
be made available quickly. I am doing everything in my power to see 
that this job ia done because it needa doing badly. It ia setting
